S/SG T. REVIS ROBERTSON 


A t last war secrets can be told, 
and who is better q u alified to relate 
a good accou nt than S /S g t. Rev is 
Robertson, son of Mr. and Mrs. R. J. 
Robertson, farm ers and ranchers in 
Fisher Cou nty , a few miles west of 
Hamlin. Sgt. Rev is is their only child 
and du ring the long months that he 
has been in the Pacific, sometimes 
sev eral weeks wou ld pass and not a 
word was heard from their son. Bu t 
now it is different, for when y ou 
scale the maps, y ou will find tha t this 
y ou ng fa rm er - rancher - accou ntant- 
cowboy has trav eled ov er a lot of 
w ater 
and 
hu ndreds of 
miles 
of 
swampy lands. Now he writes his 
Dad and Mother freely from that 
famou s island “ Ie 
Shima” 
(which 
shou ld be re-named “ Ernie Py le” ) 
fa r ov er on the Jap side of the Pac­ 
ific, off Okinawa a short distance. 
Here is a part of what he say s: 
“ Dear Mamae and Dad, 
If y ou 
will look on y ou r map in the right 
place, y ou will find a little place oy 
the name of Ie Shima. Well, that is 
where I happen to be at the present 
time. It is a v ery small island bu t a 
great deal of history has been made 
in this v icinity the past few months. 
“ We hav e a right pretty v iew from 
here. Ou r tent is on a coral cliff, 
some one hu ndred feet high, I gu ess, 
ov erlooking the ocean. D u ring the 
day , the w ater below is a deep blu e 
and v ery calm and peacefu l. Direct­ 
ly below are large coral rocks and 
lots of pre tty sea-shells. I hav en’t 
been down to inv estigate y et, as I 
hav e been bu sy setting u p the sec­ 
tion, bu t think I will in a day or so. 
O f cou rse if I were a w riter of de­ 
scription, I cou ld draw y ou a v ery 
pretty pictu re, bu t that not being 
the case, y ou will hav e to u se a great 
deal of y ou r imagination. We hav e 
rather long day s. The su n was shin­ 
ing this morning at 5 and it is now 
7 P. M. and the su n is still shining. 
“ Well, I had the opportu nity and 
pleasu re to see the Jap peace dele­ 
gation on its way to Manila. They 
came in here, landed, and continu ed 
on their jou rney . There were two 
planes, Ja p of cou rse, painted white 
with large green crosses painted on 
them. I happened to be close u p, so 
I got a real good look at them. I ’m 
sending y ou a cou ple’ of pictu res of 
the Jap delegation as it appeared 
here on Ie Shima. These are v ery 
good pictu res as I saw these same 
scenes first-hand.

hall, 
sometimes the u pper part as a school 
room or a chu rch place, bu t to u s 
who hav e been in Hamlin 30 and 
more y ears, it was the Dillard Hotel. 
We say these things becau se Mrs. 
Dillard wou ld like for u s to say 
them. She 
was a gentle bu siness 
woman, 
hav ing 
the 
old 
Sou thern 
charm and poise throu gh the y ears, 
to the day s when her frail body 
cou ld not go farther. It has been 
the priv ilege of the w riter to operate 
the Herald on the same side of Mrs. 
Dillard's street, one block north, for 
ov er 30 y ears, and most day s d u r­ 
ing this time we saw her with the

Peter sp eak s of “an inheritance inco rruptible, and undefiled, 
and that fadeth not away , reserv ed in heav en for y ou .”

Probable development of atomic 
energy for household and indus­ 
trial uses gives rise to the q ues­ 
tion as to whether such energy 
could displace present sources of 
power and energy such as gas and 
electricity. Thomas S. Bacon, re­ 
search engineer for Lone Star Gas 
Company, states th a t the new de­ 
velopment lends emphasis to the 
importance of exportation of nat­ 
ural gas from Texas in order that 
its benefits may be derived while 
a m arket still exists. 
“The atomic bombing of Hiro­ 
shima meant the solving of the 
prim ary problem of the use of 
atomic energy,” Mr. B ron said. 
“The secondary problem, the peace 
time use of atomic energy, re­ 
mains unsolved. The energy is cer­ 
tainly there, but 
<>f eco­ 
nomically releasing it are not 
presently known. When and if 
these ways become known, the 
gas, petroleum and electric in­ 
dustries may become out of date. 
“Our natural resources must be 
used wisely at all times as they 
m ust 
last 
until 
the 
physicist 
proves his dreams of atomic en­ 
e r gy r e le a s e is no t s im ply a 
dream, but can be economically 
beneficial. And on the same count, 
exportation of natural resources 
from Texas should not be waste­ 
ful in the expectation that atomic 
energy will economically Replace 
the chemical energy of natural 
gas in the near future. 
Such exportation is, of course, 
entirely justified by present condi­ 
tions. It may be emphasized, how­ 
ever, that probable developments 
in the use of atomic energy in the 
future would lend emphasis to the 
importance of exportation of nat­ 
ural gas from Texas now, so that 
income may be derived therefrom 
while a market for the commodity 
exists.” 
In explaining the theory of the 
atomic bomb, Mr. Bacon pointed 
out there is an analogy that may 
be drawn between it and the nat­ 
ural gas business that might be 
helpful in obtaining some concep­ 
tion of the significance of the 
atomic bomb in physical terms. 
“Consider the pilot flame on the 
modern cook stove which employs 
a very small amount of natural 
gas,” he said. “The flame involved 
is so insignificant as to escape 
no t i c e ; ye t if one h o ld s h is 
hand a few inches above the flame 
Vine heat can be felt. So the 


flame is a very small thing yet it 
evolves energy continuously. 
“Radium is a close relative of 
uraniuiv, and uranium, or a spe­ 
cial isotvpe of uranium, has been 
mentioned as the principal active 
constituent of the atomic bomb. 
Very minute q uantities of radium 
will evolve appreciable amounts 
of energy. 
“This energy is atomic energy 
as defined by the physicist and is 
substantially identical with the en­ 
e r gy r e le a s e d in th e a to m ic 
bombs. The rate of evolution of 
energy from radium is not con­ 
trolled by man but is controlled 
by the inherent properties of the 
radium 
metal 
itself. 
However, 
man has been able to measure it 
and also to measure its rate of 
decline. 
“The Physicist has estimated 
that a given piece of radium will 
lose just one-half of the energy 
that it now contains in 1.69 0 
years. In other words, the rate of 
energy decline of the given piece 
of radium is extremely slow. 
“The gas flame mentioned above 
releases a small amount of energy 
continuously, as does, radium. As­ 
sume now that we had the gas 
pilot 1,600 years ago and connect­ 
ed the pilot to a storage tank in 
which we would store the amount 
of gas th at would pass through 
the pilot in that period of time. 
If now we take this tank contain­ 
ing unburned natural gas that has 
been passed through the small 
pilot during 1,600 years and mix 
it with the proper proportion of 
air and pass a spark through the 
mixture, a very impressive explo­ 
sion would result. The impressive­ 
ness of the explosion may be 
gauged by the fact that calcula­ 
tions show that 7,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas would have passed 
through the tiny gas pilot during 
the 1,600-year period. 
“The atomic bomb represents 
the similar explosion th^t is the 
liberation instantaneously of en­ 
ergy stored in the radio active ele­ 
ment, uranium. As mentioned, the 
normal liberation of this energy 
is low but the physicists have dis­ 
covered how to release it a t their 
will and in a brief period. This, 
then, is the significance of the 
atomic bomb. It demonstrates that 
man has finally learned how to 
control a t least one form of radio 
active energy on a significant 
scale.” 


Gas In d u stry Plan 
Includes Millions 
Fo r Big Expansion 
The natural gas industry is re­ 
turning to peace-time operations 
in an excellent position to expand 
its service to the public and to 
other industries, according to R. 
H. Hargrove, chairman of the nat­ 
ural gas department, American 
Gas Association. Mr. Hargr-ove 
aid that natural gas companies 
carried a tremendous responsibil­ 
ity during the war. The natural 
gas industry in the Southwest 
made it possible to operate hun­ 
dreds of war-time industries, fly­ 
ing fields* and Army camps, while 
delivering record q uantities of gas 
for homes and commercial users. 
The industry has filed projects 
or has recently received approval 
of the Federal Power .Commission 
for construction of nearly 5,000 
miles of additional gas pipe lines 
throughout the country. Mr. H ar­ 
grave said that the industry ex­ 
pected to spend more than 8160,- 
000.000 f o r pl a nt e x pa ns io n 
maintenance, and inventories and 
supplies in the next 12 months, 
greatly aiding in the employ­ 
ment problem.
